Co u nty wide reap p raisal o f land 
and bu ildings is abo u t 20 p er cent 
co mp lete as o f the end o f No v em­ 
ber, Chief Ap p raiser Mark Wright 
anno u nced y esterday . 
As o f to day , said Wright, re­ 
p lacement co sts based o n 19 50 
v alu es hav e been co mp u ted fo r 
6 ,000 o f the 30,000 residences in 
the co u nty . 
Ap p raisal o f Fairfax and San 
Anselrr.o hav e been co mp leted, and 
ap p raisers are co ntinu ing to wo rk 
In Mill Valley . Wh en the rainy 
seaso n sets in, the ap p raisers will 
mo v e clo ser to ho me base and be­ 
gin wo rking in co mmercial areas 
in San Rafael, Wright p o inted o u t. 
“San Rafael and Mill Valley sho u ld 
be p retty well co mp leted by nex t 
sp ring.” 
Ap p raising o f ranches is keep ing 
u p with wo rk o n residences. As o f 
to day 176 ranches, o r abo u t 28 p er 
cent o f the 6 18 ranches in Marin, 
hav e been co mp leted by ru ral ap ­ 
p raisers Cliv e Kelly and Ro bert 
Tru mbu ll. 
Wo rking u nder Wright are 12 
draftsmen and o ne su p erv ising 
draftsman, 14 fu ll time ap p raisers, 
fo u r p art time ap p raisers, and 
sev en clerical wo rkers. 
Target date fo r the co mp letio n 
o f the entire p ro ject in Marin is 
set fo r Ju ne, 19 56 . Ho wev er, with 
su bdiv isio ns co nstantly mu shro o m­ 
ing, the p resent crew may no t 
be able to co mp lete the jo b by that 
date, Wright p o inted o u t. He said 
Co u nty Assesso r Geo rge Hall is 
giv ing “wo nderfu l co o p eratio n and 
marv elo u s su p p o rt.”

W ilson announced at his news 
conference late Tuesday th a t the 
new com bination draft and reserve 
program will call for: 
1. A four-y ear ex tension of the 
draft act which ex pires nex t June 
30.

inductees 
serve two y ears of active duty and 
six y ears in the reserves although 
the reserve provision has not been 
enforced. About 276,000 y oung men 
would be drafted each y ear. 
2. A new reserve program under 
which an additional 100.000 men a 
y ear would be given six m onths of 
basic training and then placed in 
organized reserve or 
N a t i o n a l 
G uard units. Wilson did not spec­ 
ify how m any y ears of reserve 
service would be required. 
3. Continued em phasis on vol­ 
untary enlistm ents to funnel a n ­ 
other 450,000 m en a y ear into the 
arm ed services. 
The plan as Wilson outlined it 
m eans universal m ilitary service. 
He said the aim is to let y oung 
men, as m uch as possible, m ake 
"a sound choice in w hat they ’d like 
to do” to m eet their m ilitary serv­ 
ice obligation.

YOU HERE ALREADY, SANTA? 


Season Here For Guessi ng 
Popul ati on Of Mari n County 


W ith the end of the old \ear approaching, 


the time is at hand for that entertaining 


past-time of guessing M arin s population. 


Unless we miss our guess, we w ill be hear­ 


ing over the next few weeks from such staid 


and august bodies as the California State 


Chamber ol Commerce, the California T a x ­ 


payers Association and the Bav A ica coun­ 


cil with their annual population estimates. 


And their estimates of M arin ’s population 


w ill provoke new estimates by the County 


Planning Commission staff and. perhaps, 


from County Clerk George Jones who some­ 


times totals up his voter registration lists, 


consults his comptometer and comes up with 


an estimate of his own. 


After the la-^t federal census.in 1950, the 


“ Mondav morning quartet backs" had a big 


laugh. I he experts had estimated the popu­ 


lation of the countv as high as 105,000. fig ­ 


ures in the neighborhood of 101.000 and 


102,000 weie regarded as conservative. No- 


bodv, as we tctall it, guessed less than 100,- 


000. 


And then tame the day of reckoning, the 


dav the official figures were released, show­ 


ing M arin ’s population to be 85,615, give 


or take a few. 


As we sav, even both bad a good laugh at 


the expense of the experts. They were only 


oil bv about 25 pet cent. 


So now we ate at that time of yeai when 


we play the guessing game again. 


fa r he it from us to pass up a chance 


to do a little expecting • So h o e is our 


estimate of M arin's population today: 


108,565. 


N ow we didn’t just lean back in our swivel 


chair and pick that figure out of a clear 


blue sky. It is, as they say, an “ educated 


guess.” 


And here is the way we arrive at it: 


W e noted that the recent special census 


in Belvedere indicated a growth of 57 per 


cent since 1950; in Fairfax the special census 


showed a population increase of ^m t 14 


per cent; and in Ross the percentage was 


approximately 11. 


Th e avetage growth—if our high school 


arithm etic has not deserted us—is about 27 


per cent. 


If the county as a whole has grown at this 


average rate, it has added, roughly, 22,950 


new residents since the 1950 census. 


T h a t brings todya’s total to 108,565—take 


it or leave it. 


In the weeks ahead we won’t find out if 


our guess is right or wrong; we w ill find out 


only if it is tlie same as or different from 


other “ experts.” 


1 he 1950 results showed that you don’t 


have to have ativ qualifications to be an ex- 


peit. So you can make your own estimate 


i( vou don’t like the ones vou read about in 


the paper. 


About the only thing we can be certain 


of is that M arin Countv has grown rapidly 


and, as a consequence, is subject to grow ing 
pains.

SAC RA M EN TO (U.R)—A poll of 
the members Gf the Californ'a 
Legislature reflects a gloomy fi­ 
nancial outlook for state gov­ 
ernment and the distinct possi­ 
bility of newr or higher taxes next 
year. 
On a tie vote, 
the 
members 
split on the question of whether 
the 1955-56 fiscal year state bud­ 
get can be financed without new 
taxes or increases 
in 
existing 
levies. 
The legislators voted 13-to-one 
that no tax cuts are possible in 
the next session of the Legisla­ 
ture which convenes Jan. 3.

State Finance Director John 
M. Peirce already has announced 
he will recommend to Gov. Good­ 
win J. Knight that the adminis­ 
tration ask the Legislature to 
endorse a tax of two-cents-a- 
pack on cigarets and 10 per cent 
on other tobacco products. 
B y a w'ide margin, the legisla­ 
tors said they would not favor 
raising the state sales tax or per­ 
sonal income taxes as a means 
of raising new revenue to balance 
the budget. 
The U P poll also re\ealed the 
Legislature definitely favors re­ 
tention of a one-half-cent-a-gal- 
lon gasoline tax which is sched­ 
uled to die on June 30. 1955. If, 
kept, the half-cent tax would 
raise nearly $25,000.000 to be used 
for highway construction in the 
next fiscal year. 


ALTHOUGH M O N EY will be 
scarce in state government next 
year, by a three-to-one margin 
the legislators said they thought 
they should approve a new large- 
scale construction program for 
state colleges. Members could not 
agree on the amount needed, but 
some said it should be as much 
as $250.000,000. 
Another possible large outlay 
of state money was seen for the 
Feather River Project, a billion- 
dollar plan to dam the Feather 
canals send water to the Bay Re­ 
gion. San Joaquin 
Valley 
and 
Southern California. 
A report from Star« Engineer 
A. D. Edmonston on the proj­ 
ects feasibility is due early next 
year when the Legislature is in 
session. 
Asked by the U P if they would 
approve an appropriation to start 
actual construction if Edmon- 
ston’s report is favorable, the 
legislators said they would, by a 
vote of 25-11. 


THE UP POLL also quizzed the 
legislators on such subjects as 
River and through a network of 
narcotics 
speed limits, student 
fees at the university, cross-ill* 


ine, smog, "horror” comic books, 
and hunting and fishing license 
fees. 
In a close vote, the lawmakers 
said they favor a return to the 
mandatory 
jail 
sentences 
for 
first-time 
narcotics 
offenders. 
The Legislature voted such a law 
In 1953 but reapealed it the fol­ 
lowing year. 
On speed limits, the lawmakers 
were evenly decided, half favor­ 
ing retention of the basic 55 mile 
an hour speed limit 
and 
the 
other half endorsing a flat 65 
or 70 mph top speed. 
Legislators definitely said they 
would oppose an 
increase 
in 
hunting and fishing license fees. 
On the question of increasing 
fees for University of California 
students, the legislators by a 29- 
12 vote said they were against 
any increase. Those that favored 
a boost said they wanted only a 
"slight” or "moderate” adjust­ 
ment. 


A LTH O U G H TH E 
N EW 
law 
providing for party affiliations 
on the primary election ballot 
has virtually nullified the effects 
of cross-filing, in the minds of 
most political observers, the leg­ 
islators said they do not want 
the cross-filing law repealed. The 
vote was 28-14 against repeal. 
By a five-to-one margin, the 
legislators said 
they 
felt 
the 
state should step in and pass 
some sort of law to control the 
sale and 
distribution 
of 
gory 
comic books. 
And on

two-to-one 
vote, 
members of both houses agreed 
the state should pass some smog 
control laws although there was 
little agreement on the specific 
legislation needed. 
Almost 
with 
exception, 
the 
legislators who answered the U P 
poll agreed that money would be 
the most important single issue 
in the 1955 session, followed by 
water problems.

Ike Won 't Yield To Deman d For 


U.S. Diplomatic Break With Ru ssia 


W A SH IN G TO N — P re s id e n t 
Eisenhower will not yield to re­ 
c u rrin g 
Senatorial 
demands, 
voiced principally by Republican 
Senate leader William F. Know- 
land, of 
California, 
that 
the 
United States break diplomatic 
relations with the Soviet Union. 


The President’s answer to that 
proposal is no — a firm, 
un­ 
equivocal, unwavering no. 


That is the answer he has al­ 
ready given in private and that 
is the answer he will give In pub­ 
lic whenever the occasion arises. 
He believes that to sever con­ 
tact with Moscow would increase 
the danger of war without any 
compensating advantage to the 
West. 


He believes that such a step 
would decrease our ability to ne­ 
gotiate advantageously to settle 
any of the issues of the cold war. 
He believes that such a step 
would impair the confidence of 
our allies in American diplomacy 
and would not benefit American 
diplomacy one iota. 


MR. E IS E N H O W E R is confi­ 
dent that 
the 
country 
under­ 
stands and thoroughly supports 
his view that it is wiser for the 
United States to maintain full 
communication with the Soviet 
leaders than to break off that 
/communication. He 
is 
entirely 
prepared, however, to take this 
issue to the country if Mr. Know- 
land or other members of Con­ 
gress try to persuade the nation 
otherwise. 


Mr. Eisenhower is not spoiling 
for a fight on this matter—far 
from it—but he will not shrink 
from it if one is forced upon him. 


ARE THO SE W HO advocate 
breaking 
diplomatic 
relations 
with Russia aware of the conse­ 
quences — within 
the 
United 
States and 
elsewhere 
in 
the 
world—which would follow? And 
are they prepared to authorize 
the measures 
which 
the 
U S 
would have to take as minimum 
security steps? 


The President doubts that they 
have measured the consequences 
for it and his conviction is that 
a deliberate break in American- 
Soviet relations: 


Would 
fruitlessly, 
needlessly, 
unhelpfully spread the fear of 
war throughout the world. 


Would create a deep and per­ 
haps an unmanageable uncer­ 
tainty in the minds of the Krem ­ 
lin leaders as to 
whether 
the 


United States was getting ready 
to attack them. 
Would, because of this fact, re­ 
quire America to carry out. in­ 
stantly for its own safety a war- 
basis mobilization of a very far- 
reaching character. 
From his vantage point Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower sees these as 
the minimum consequences which 
would flow from a break in dip­ 
lomatic relations. He questions 
whether these consequences have 
been even partially considered by 
those who suggest that we ought 
to show our moral repudiation of 
the 
Soviet leaders 
by 
ending 
communication with Moscow. 


AND TO W H A T purpose? 
That is the central question 
which the President asks him­ 
self and asks others when tke 
is^ue comes up for discussion. 
It is his conviction that it 
would be to no useful purpose. 
It would impose no important 
disadvantages upon Moscow. It 
would add no strength to the 
West. 


MR. 
E IS E N H O W E R 
is 
pro­ 
foundly persuaded that, becausa 
of the mutual destructiveness of 
hydrogen weapons—of which the 
Kremlin is now as aware as we 
are—there is, as he has put % 
"no alternative to peace.” I think 
the President fully appreciates 
that war could be forced upon 
the West by reckless Communist 
action and that willingness ta 
resist aggression is the best way 
to avert aggression. 


But if preventive war is ruled 
out by every measure of sanity, 
then the President wants to pre­ 
serve and utilize every avenue of 
pressure and influence to end the 
tensions of the cold war with­ 
out appeasement. 
Mr. 
Eisenhower 
doesn’t 
be­ 
lieve that severing communica­ 
tion with Moscow would influ­ 
ence Russia to make agreements 
more 
acceptable 
to 
the 
free 
world. He wants to keep open 
the channels of communication 
in Moscow, in Washington, in 
the United States. 


MR. E IS E N H O W E R 
has 
no 
wish to shut off debate in Con­ 
gress concerning the way he dis­ 
charges his duties. But as one 
President w ho has gone the extra 
mile—the extra 
two 
miles—to 
respect the independent role of 
Congress, he could rightly ex­ 
pect a little more Congressional 
regard for his independent role, 
under the Constitution, to con­ 
duct foreign relations.

W A SH IN G TO N UP) — It prob­ 
ably will be years before there 
is an 
end 
to 
segregation 
in 
American public schools. 


The Supreme Court, ruling last 
May that public school segrega­ 
tion is unconstitutional and must 
end, left unanswered 
for 
the 
time being the two key questions: 
how and when? 


The court now can’t attempt 
to give the answer before far 
into next year. Even then, judg­ 
ing 
from 
the 
court’s 
careful 
slowness in handling the segre­ 
gation problem, it is unlikely to 
call for overnight action. 


T H E COURT doesn’t have to 
follow the views of President E i­ 
senhower and Atty. Gen. Brown­ 
ell but no doubt will consider 
them. Both last week week came 
out for a careful and gradual so­ 
lution as against a sudden one. 
And 
those 
Southern 
states 
which have given their opinions 
to the court have called for a 
gradual approach as a minimum, 
although Negroes have told the 
court they want segregation end­ 
ed no later than September 1956. 


A few Southern states in ex­ 
treme opposition to the court’s 
ruling, particularly Georgia, may 
try the following kind of device 
for thwarting any final effort of 
the federal government to end 
segregation at all: 


End their present public school 
system and substitute another 
kind—for instance, private asso­ 
ciations—to keep white and Neg­ 
ro children separate. The Geor­ 
gia voters approved such a plan 
in the Nov. 
2 
elections. 
And 
Georgia's Gov. 
Talmadge 
has 
said: 


“ Seg reg a tio n In Geo rg ia will 
no t be ended a t a ny time.” 


TH E SU PR E M E COURT ruled

Although the court was first 
asked in December 1952 to out­ 
law segregation, it didn't give its 
opinion until May 17, 1954. This 
by itself was clear evidence it 
understood the magnitude of the 
problem and the need for care 
in solving it. 


T H E 
C O U RT 
COULD 
have 
laid down the rules on how and 
when segregation had 
to end 
when it said in May public school 
segregation is unlawful. But it 
wanted the benefit of the views 
of those most closely connected 
with the issue. 


It asked the states involved 
and attorneys 
for 
the 
Negro 
groups fighting segregation to ex­ 
plain, in briefs filed with the 
court this fall, w'hat they thought 
should be done. The briefs were 
filed. 


The states proposed the take- 
lt-easy course and the Negroes 
wanted 
desegregation 
accom­ 
plished by the fall of 1956. Th* 
last brief, from Brownell’s Jus­ 
tice Department, was given the 
court last Wednesday. 


That was one day after Eisen­ 
hower had talked lo a news con­ 
ference of the need for a solu­ 
tion carefully 
arrived 
at. 
No 
doubt he knewr what Brownell 
was going to tell the court the 
following day. 


T H E CO URT HAD intended, 
after getting the written briefs, 
to let the 
attorneys 
on 
both 
sides argue before the court in 
December. 


Now the court has postponed 
those arguments until sometime, 
date still unset, when it has a 
full bench to hear them. The 
nine-man court now has one va­ 
cancy and Eisenhower's appoin­ 
tee for the job, John Marshall 
Harlan, is not slated for a Sen­ 
ate vote on his confirmation until 
next year. 


After hearing the arguments 
the court 
will 
consider 
them, 
perhaps for months, before fi­ 
nally giving a decision on how 
and when segregation must end, 
a decision which may not come 
before next June.

The total budget is $3,782,132, an 
increase of 7.3 per cent over this 
year. 


Atty. Gen. Edmund G. Brown 
said a “more active part in law 
enforcement activities” by his de­ 
partm ent has caused the need for 
additional help. 
George Brereton, head of the 
Bureau of Criminal Identification 
and Investigation, added the m an­ 
power situation now is so grave he 
had to ask for volunteers from 
other departments last week to 
participate in vice raids in Santa 
Clara County. He said his sta ff of 
16 agents has not been augmented 
since 1944.

narcotics 
agents would be assigned to Los 
Angeles, Fresno, Sacram ento and 
San Francisco and would cost the 
state $18,504 a year. 
Only the largest police forces 
have qualified narcotics units, Su­

For Reappraisals 


37 TAKE CITIZENSHIP TESTS 


Countywide reappraisal of land 
and buildings is about 20 per cent 
complete as of the end of Novem­ 
ber, Chief Appraiser Mark Wright 
announced yesterday. 
As of today, said Wright, re­ 
placement costs based on 1950 
values have been computed for 
6,000 of the 30,000 residences in 
the county. 
Appraisal of Fairfax and San 
Anselmo have been completed, and 
appraisers are continuing to work 
in Mill Valley. When the rainy 
season sets in, the appraisers will 
move closer to home base and be­ 
gin working in commercial areas 
in San Rafael, Wright pointed out. 
“San Rafael and Mill Valley should 
be pretty well completed by next 
spring.” 
Appraising of ranches is keeping 
up with work on residences. As of 
today 176 ranches, or about 28 per 
cent of the 618 ranches in Marin, 
have been completed by rural ap­ 
praisers Clive Kelly and Robert 
Trumbull. 
Working under Wright are 12 
draftsmen and one supervising 
draftsman, 14 full time appraisers, 
four part time appraisers, and 
seven clerical workers. 
Target date for the completion 
of the entire project in Marin is 
set for June, 1956. However, with 
subdivisions constantly mushroom­ 
ing, the present crew may not 
be able to complete the job by that 
date, Wright pointed out. He said 
County Assessor George Hall is 
giving “wonderful cooperation and 
marvelous support.” Four men 
from the assessor's staff have been 
serving part time on the reap­ 
praisal Job. 
Final result of the reappraisal 
program will be a broadened tax 
base, Wright explained, but the 
effect on individual property taxes 
will depend on the size of the 
county budget at that time. 
The chief appraiser explained 
that the new values set by the re­ 
appraisal program would mean an 
increase of about 45 per cent over 
present values. This is because 
present values are based on the 
1946 level of replacement cost while 
the new values will be based on 
the 1950 level of replacement cost. 
That difference is about 45 per 
cent, he pointed out. 
The reappraisal project in Marin 
1* nothing new, Wright said, be­ 
cause 46 of California s 58 coun­ 
ties are at present in some phase 
of reappraisal and mapping pro­ 
gram. 
The mapping program in Mann 
is completed in Fairfax, San An­ 
selmo and Mill Valley and well on 
its way in San Rafael. Mapping is 
difficult in Marin, not only because 
of the terrain but because this 
county is not sectionalized as is 
the case in other counties. A sec­ 
tion is a square mile area contain­ 
ing 640 acres. Mappers must pore 
through old county records that 
revert back to the days of the old 
Spanish land grants when bound­ 
aries were irregular and in some 
cases not clearly defined. 


Thirty-one 
American

The protest, presented by San 
Rafael attorney A. E. Bagshaw in 
behalf of clients who own land in 
the Alto neighborhood, centered 
about proposed plans establish a 
minimum lot size of 10,000 square 
feet in that area. Residents rep­ 
resented by Bagshaw apparently 
feel that the present 6,000 feet is 
enough and that 10,000-foot lots 
would be difficult to sell.

Hayes, in a phone call to 
Bert Klahn, executive director 
of the County Housing Author­ 
ity, said he was ready to re­ 
sume negotiations. 
The new group, interested in 
the redevelopm ent of the hous­ 
ing project, was announced by 
Arthur Matthews of San Fran­ 
cisco. Thomas Boyd, San Rafael 
attorney for Matthews, notified 
the housing authority of the new 
group and said it was composed of 
Bay Area men. 
Boyd asked the housing author­ 
ity for information on “site plans 
for Marin city, contour maps, the 
latest financial statement of the 
operation of the housing author­ 
ity, the survey made by the hous­ 
ing authority with reference to the 
desires of the tenants therein rela­ 
tive to renting homes as contrasted 
with buying them, copy of the 
contract between the housing au­ 
thority and the board of super­ 
visors of Marin County, and such 
other pertinent Information as 
may be necessary to give a com­ 
plete picture of the operation.” 
HAS LOST BACKERS 
Hayes told Klahn yesterday that 
he had lost most of his backers 
because of publicity over his row 
with Sausalito’s city council. “But,” 
he said, “I will offer to resume 
negotiations with my own com­ 
pany and one associate.” 
Hayes’ original proposal would 
have been financed, he said, by 
wealthy backers who were to in­ 
vest about $6 million to redevelop 
Marin City into permanent low 
cost housing. Under the new ar­ 
rangement Hayes will be risking 
his own money. 
Marin City, built in 1942 to 
house Sausalito shipyard workers, 
is due to be demolished Feb. 20. 
Population of the wartime project 
is about 6,000. 
MEETING PLANNED 
Hayes and his attorney will meet 
with housing authority represen­ 
tatives either tomorrow or Fri­ 
day, Klahn said. The meeting will 
be either in Los Angeles or Marin 
City, depending on arrangements 
with Hayes’ attorney. 
Sausalito’s objection to Hayes’ 
project centered around the be­ 
lief of some officials that the low 
cost housing would not bring 
enough tax revenue to support the 
school and sanitary districts. 
In a series of three meetings, 
Sausalito councilmen w i t h d r e w 
their opposition when informed 
that average home cost would be 
$9,000 instead of the $5,800 homes 
they had believed would exist.

China Defense 


Pact Announced 


WASHINGTON (/P) — Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles to­ 
day announced a mutual defense 
treaty with Nationalist China un­ 
der which he said the United 
States would take retaliatory ac­ 
tion against the China mainland if 
the Communists attack Formosa. 
He also said the United States 
may consider a naval blockade of 
Communist 
China 
if 
peaceful 
means fail to protect the rights 
of American citizens. 
Dulles told a news conference he 
has been in preliminary contact 
with members of the United Na­ 
tions on possible peaceful steps. He 
did not say what these steps were. 
The 
treaty 
with 
Nationalist 
China does not necessarily mean 
a general w’ar with atomic bombs 
falling all over the map, Dulles 
told a news conference. 
He said he did not want to pre­ 
dict the scope of such retaliatory 
action. However, he said it would ; 
be severe enough to show the at­ 
tacker he would lose more than he 
would gain. 
Dulles made these statements in 
response to questions after he read 
a prepared statement, issued joint­ 
ly by the U. S. and Nationalist 
Chinese governments. The state­ 
ment said the two countries had 
completed a mutual security trea­ 
ty following the pattern of other 
U. S. security pacts in the Pacific. 
Dulles said the treaty throws a 
mantle of protection around For­ 
mosa, headquarters 
of the Na­ 
tionalist Chinese government, and 
the nearby Pescadores, as well as 
Western Pacific islands under U. 
S. jurisdiction.

Fairchild also had been low on 
the first bids opened. 
Yesterday, Fairchild bid $93,051, 
about $9,000 less than its first bid, 
but still about $10,000 higher than 
engineering estimates.

Hayden (D-Ariz.) said today a 
"cover” was placed on Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy’s mail in 1952 aa part 
of an investigation to determine 
whether the 
Wisconsin 
senator 
was speculating with funds con­ 
tributed to him to fight commu­ 
nism. 
McCarthy, 
fighting 
censure 
charges now nearing a vote, has 
charged 
that 
a 
mad cover—a 
check on the return address of 
incoming mail—was placed on him 
and members of his staff by a 
Senate 
elections 
subcommittee 
that probed into his financial af­ 
fairs in 1951-52. 
Hayden’s statement to the Sen­ 
ate was the first confirmation 
that a mail cover had been placed 
on McCarthy. 
One of the charges against Mc­ 
Carthy in the censure controversy 
is that he was contemptuous of 
the elections subcommittee. He has 
said he adopted the attitude he 
did because the subcommittee en­ 
gaged in “illegal” actions against 
him.

WASHINGTON (U.R) — The ad­ 
ministration’s call for a four-year 
extension of the draft pius a mod­ 
ified Universal Military Training 
program will meet strong opposi­ 
tion in Congress. Senate specialists 
on military affairs said today. 
One veteran senator, a support­ 
er of Universal Military Training 
in the past, said the military man­ 
power proposals will pass only if 
President Eisenhower throws his 
“full prestige” behind them. Even 
then, the President may be forced 
to accept a compromise cutting the 
four-year extension of the draft to 
two years, the senator said. He de­ 
clined use of his name. 
Defense Secretary Charles E. 
Wilson announced at his news 
conference late Tuesday that the 
new combination draft and reser\ e 
program will call for: 
1. A four-year extension of the 
draft act which expires next June 
30. Under the draft, inductees 
serve two years of active duty and 
six years in the reserves although 
the reserve provision has not been 
enforced. About 276,000 young men 
would be drafted each year. 
2. A new reserve program under 
which an additional 100,000 men a 
year would be given six months of 
basic training and then placed in 
organized reserve or N a t i o n a l 
Guard units. Wilson did not spec­ 
ify how many years of reserve 
service would be required. 
3. Continued emphasis on vol­ 
untary enlistments to funnel an­ 
other 450,000 men a year into the 
armed services. 
The plan as Wilson outlined it 
means universal military service. 
He said the aim is to let young 
men, as much as possible, make 
“a sound choice in what theyd like 
to do” to meet their military serv­ 
ice obligation.

Expansion Urged 


Predicting a big population in ­ 
crease for the N orth M arin com ­ 
m unities of Novato and Ignacio, 
sanitary engineers M onday night 
recom m ended the im m ediate ex­ 
pansion of sewage facilities in the 
area at a m eeting of the board of 
directors of the Novato Sanitary 
D istrict. 
The report was m ade to the 
board by J. W arren Nute, district 
engineer, and H arry N. Jenks, con­ 
sulting engineer of Palo Alto, and 
was based on a study of popula­ 
tion trends and sanitation needs. 
The report predicted 
a 
total 
population 
from 
the 
Ignacio- 
Novato area of 20,000 by 1960, 
55,000 by 1970 and a possible 90,- 
000 by 1980. 
NEW SEWAGE PLANT 
For the needs of the next few 
years the report recom m ended the 
construction of a new sewage plant 
at Ignacio to be financed by a 
special assessm ent district in th a t 
com m unity and expansion of the 
present plant in Novato to be 
financed separately by a bond is­ 
sue. Cost of the two plants would 
am ount to approxim ately $540,000, 
according to prelim inary estim ates. 
Jenks explained th a t new facili­ 
ties m ust conform to requirem ents 
of state and county agencies such 
as the W ater Polution 
Control 
Board, the state D epartm ent of 
Fish 
and 
Game 
and 
County 
H ealth 
D epartm ent, 
which 
are 
constantly being upgraded. The 
present partial treatm en t being 
given Novato sewage would not 
be acceptable to these agencies 
in the new plants, he said. 
The present sewage treatm ent 
plant is inadequate to handle the 
present sewage volume, according 
to Nute, and is providing only 
partial 
treatm ent. 
DEVELOPMENT STALLED 
It has been stated by property 
owners in Ignacio th a t the resi­ 
dential development of th a t area 
is w aiting on the installation of 
sewage facilities. More th an 1,550 
acres in Ignacio are in the pro­ 
cess of annexation 
to 
Novato 
S anitary D istrict and a petition 
has just been filed for the an ­ 
nexation of another 1,500 acres in 
the sam e general area. 
Sanitary district board members

A $65,000 dam age suit was filed 
this week in M arin Superior Court 
against a H am ilton Field sergeant 
by two other airm en who were rid­ 
ing with him when their car tip ­ 
ped over last July. 


Plaintiffs are Airman 2 C Billy 
Younger and Airm an 3/C Carl 
Short, both of the 566th Supply 
Squadron, who charge th a t T Sgt. 
John J. Kozak of the same squad­ 
ron was intoxicated and negligent 
on July 1 when the accident oc­ 
curred. 


The suit, filed by the San F ra n ­ 
cisco legal firm of Bronson, B ron­ 
son and M cKinnon, alleges th a t 
the car w ent off Highway 101 
three-fourths of a mile south of 
Petalum a and turned over.

Season Here For Guessing 
Population Of Marin County 


With the end of the old '.ear approaching, 
the time is at hand for that entertaining 
past-time of guessing Marin s population. 
Unless we miss our guess, we will be hear­ 
ing over the next leu weeks from such staid 
and august bodies as the California State 
Chamber ot Commerce, the California I ax- 
payers Association and the Bav Aiea coun­ 
cil with their annual population estimates. 
And their estimates of Marin's population 
will provoke new estimates bv the County 
Planning Commission stalf 
ud, perhaps, 
from County Clerk George [ones who some­ 
times totals up his voter registration lists, 
consults his comptometer and comes up with 
an estimate of his own. 
After the la^t federal census.in 1950, the 
“ Monday morning quarterbacks” had a big 
laugh. 1 he experts had estimated the popu­ 
lation of the countv as high as 105,000. fig­ 
ures in the neighborhood of 101.0(H) and 
102,000 were lcgarcled as conservative. No­ 
hod v, as we iCi a! 1 it, guessed less than 100,- 
000. 
And then came the day of reckoning, the 
da\ the official figures were released, show­ 
ing Marin’s population to be 85,615, give 
or take a few. 
As we sav, everybody had a good laugh at 
the expense of the experts. They were only 
off by about 25 per cent. 
So now we are at that time of vcar when 
we play the guessing game again. 


Far be it from us to pass up a chance 
to do a httlr exporting- So h o e is our 
estimate of Marin's population today: 


108,565. 


Now we didn’t just lean back in our swivel 
chair an d pick th a t figure out of a clear 
blue skv. It is, as they say, an “educated 
guess.’* 


And here is the way we arrive at it: 


We noted that the recent special census 
in Belvedere indicated a growth of 57 per 
cent since 1950; in Fairfax the special census 
showed a population increase of a ^ m t 14 
per cent; and in Ross the peicentage was 
approximately 11. 


T he average growth—if our high school 
arithmetic has not deserted us—is about 27 
per cent. 


If the county as a whole has grown at this 
average rate, it has added, roughly, 22,950 


new residents since the 1950 census. 


T h a t brings todva's total to 108,565—take 
it or leave it. 


In the weeks ahead we won’t find out if 
our guess is right or wrong; we will find out 
only if it is the same as or different from 
other “experts.” 


The 1950 results showed that you don’t 
have to have any qualifications to be an cx- 
peit. So you can make your own estimate 
il vou don’t like the ones you read about in 
the paper. 


About the only thing we can be certain 
of is that Marin County has grown rapidly 
and, as a consequence, is subject to growing 
pains. 


And “we ain’t seen nothin’ vet.” compared 
to what we will witness after the new San 
Rafacl-Richmond bridge is open.

SACRAMENTO (U.R)—A poll of 
the members of the California 
Legislature reflects a gloomy fi­ 
nancial outlook for state gov­ 
ernm ent and the distinct possi­ 
bility of new or higher taxes next 
year. 
On a tie vote, 
the 
members 
split on the question of whether 
the 1955-56 fiscal year state bud­ 
get can be financed without new 
taxes or increases 
in 
existing 
levies. 
The legislators voted 13-to-one 
th at no tax cuts are possible in 
the next session of the Legisla­ 
ture which convenes Jan. 3. 


If new or higher taxes are 
necessary to balance the bud­ 
get, the legislators 
told 
the 
United Press they would favor 
increasing 
liquor, 
beer 
and 
horse racing taxes and levy­ 
ing a new cigaret tax. 


State Finance Director John 
M. Peirce already has announced 
he will recommend to Gov. Good­ 
win J. Knight that the adminis­ 
tration ask the Legislature to 
endorse a tax of two-cents-a- 
pack on cigarets and 10 per cent 
on other tobacco products. 
By a wide margin, the legisla­ 
tors said they w-ould not favor 
raising the state sales tax or per­ 
sonal income taxes as a means 
of raising new revenue to balance 
the budget. 
The UP poll also revealed the 
Legislature definitely favors re­ 
tention of a one-half-cent-a-gal- 
lon gasoline tax which is sched­ 
uled to die on June 30, 1955. If, 
kept, the half-cent tax would 
raise nearly $25,000,000 to be used 
for highway construction in the 
next fiscal year. 


ALTHOUGH MONEY will be 
scarce in state government next 
year, by a three-to-one margin 
the legislators said they thought 
they should approve a new large- 
scale construction program for 
state colleges. Members could not 
agree on the amount needed, but 
some said it should be as much 
as $250,000,000. 
Another possible large outlay 
of state money was seen for the 
Feather River Project, a billion- 
dollar plan to dam the Feather 
canals send water to the Bay Re­ 
gion. San Joaquin 
Valley 
and 
Southern California. 
A report from State Engineer 
A. D. Edmonston on the proj­ 
ect’s feasibility is due early next 
year when the Legislature is in 
session. 
Asked by the UP if they would 
approve an appropriation to start 
actual construction if Edmon- 
ston’s report is favorable, the 
legislators said they wrould, by a 
vote of 25-11. 


THE UP POLL also quizzed the 
legislators on such subjects as 
River and through a network of 
narcotics 
speed limits, student 
fees at tha university, cross-fil­ 


ing. smog, “horror” comic books, 
and hunting and fishing license 
fees. 
In a close vote, the lawmakers 
said they favor a return to the 
mandatory 
jail 
sentences 
for 
first-tim e 
narcotics 
offenders. 
The Legislature voted such a law 
in 1953 but reapealed it the fol­ 
lowing year. 
On speed limits, the lawmakers 
were evenly decided, half favor­ 
ing retention of the basic 55 mile 
an hour speed limit 
and 
the 
other half endorsing a flat 65 
or 70 mph top speed. 
Legislators definitely said they 
would oppose an 
increase 
in 
hunting and fishing license fees. 
On the question of increasing 
fees for University of California 
students, the legislators by a 29- 
12 vote said they were against 
any increase. Those that favored 
a boost said they wanted only a 
“slight” or “moderate” adjust­ 
ment. 


ALTHOUGH THE NEW law 
providing for party affiliations 
on the primary election ballot 
has virtually nullified the effects 
of cross-filing, in the minds of 
most political observers, the leg­ 
islators said they do not want 
the cross-filing law repealed. The 
vote was 28-14 against repeal. 
By a five-to-one margin, the 
legislators said 
they 
felt 
the 
state should step in and pass 
some sort of law to control the 
sale and 
distribution 
of 
gory 
comic books. 
And on 
a 
two-to-one 
vote, 
members of both houses agreed 
the state should pass some smog 
control laws although there was 
little agreement on the specific 
legislation needed.

exception, 
the 
legislators who answered the UF 
poll agreed th at money would be 
the most im portant single issue 
in the 1955 session, followed by 
water problems.

U.S. Diplomatic Break With Russia 


WASHINGTON — P re s id e n t 
Eisenhower will not yield to re- 
c u r r ing 
Senatorial 
demands, 
voiced principally by Republican 
Senate leader William F. Know- 
land, of 
California, 
that 
the 
United States break diplomatic 
relations with the Soviet Union. 


The President's answer to that 
proposal is no — a 
firm, 
un­ 
equivocal, unwavering no. 


That is the answer he has al­ 
ready given in private and th at 
is the answer he will give in pub­ 
lic whenever the occasion arises. 
He believes th at to sever con­ 
tact with Moscow would increase 
the danger of war without any 
compensating advantage to the 
West. 


He believes th at such a step 
would decrease our ability to ne­ 
gotiate advantageously to settle 
any of the issues of the cold war. 
He believes th at such a step 
w’ould impair the confidence of 
our allies in American diplomacy 
and would not benefit American 
diplomacy one iota. 


MR. EISENHOWER is confi­ 
dent th at the country under­ 
stands and thoroughly supports 
his view th at it is wiser for the 
United States to m aintain full 
communication with the Soviet 
leaders than to break off that 
/communication. He 
is 
entirely 
prepared, how’ever, to take this 
issue to the country if Mr. Know- 
land or other members of Con­ 
gress try to persuade the nation 
otherwise. 


Mr. Eisenhower is not spoiling 
for a fight on this m atter—far 
from it—but he will not shrink 
from it if one is forced upon him. 


ARE THOSE WHO advocate 
breaking

with Russia aware of the conse­ 
quences — within 
the

States and 
elsewhere

And 
are they prepared to authorize

The President doubts that they 
have measured the consequences 
for it and his conviction is that 
a deliberate break in American- 
Soviet relations: 
Would 
fruitlessly, 
needlessly, 
unhelpfully spread the fear of 
war throughout the wrorld. 
Would create a deep and per­ 
haps an unmanageable uncer­ 
tainty in the minds of the Krem­ 
lin leaders as to 
whether 
the 


United States was getting ready 
to attack them. 
Would, because of this fact, re­ 
quire America tc carry out. in­ 
stantly for its own safety a war- 
basis mobilization of a very far- 
reaching character. 
From his vantage point Presi­ 
dent Eisenhow’er sees these as 
the minimum consequences which 
would flow from a break in dip­ 
lomatic relations. He questions

Years May Pass Yet Before Race 


Segregation Ends In U.S. Schools 


WASHINGTON (JP) — It prob­ 
ably will be years before there 
is an 
end 
to 
segregation 
in 
American public schools. 


The Supreme Court, ruling last 
May that public school segrega­ 
tion is unconstitutional and must 
end, left unanswered 
for 
the 
time being the two key questions: 
how and when? 


The court now can’t attem pt 
to give the answer before far 
into next year. Even then, judg­ 
ing 
from 
the 
court’s 
careful 
slowness in handling the segre­ 
gation problem, it is unlikely to 
call for overnight action. 


THE COURT doesn’t have to 
follow the views of President Ei­ 
senhower and Atty. Gen. Brown­ 
ell but no doubt will consider 
them. Both last week week came 
out for a careful and gradual so­ 
lution as against a sudden one. 
And 
those 
Southern 
state:* 
which have given their opinion? 
to the court have called for a 
gradual approach as a minimum, 
although Negroes have told the 
court they w-ant segregation end­ 
ed no later than September 1956. 


A few Southern states in ex­ 
treme opposition to the court’s 
ruling, particularly Georgia, may 
try the following kind of device 
for thwarting any final effort of 
the federal government to end 
segregation at all: 


End their present public school 
system and substitute another 
kind—for instance, private asso­ 
ciations—to keep white and Neg­ 
ro children separate. The Geor­ 
gia voters approved such a plan 
in the Nov. 
2 
elections. 
And 
Georgia's Gov, 
Talmadge 
has 
said: 
“Segregation in Georgia will 
not be ended at any time.” 


THE SUPREME COURT ruled 
against 
segregation 
in 
public 
schools. 
An 
arrangement 
like 
Georgia’s, supported 
by 
public 
tax money, would be in effect a 
public school system under an­ 
other name. Or would it? 


Some lawyers here foreesee, be­ 
fore there could be an answer to 
that question, a fight all the way 
up through the federal courts 


fight which would 
take 
more 
years. 


Although the court was first 
asked in December 1952 to out­ 
law segregation, it didn’t give its 
opinion until May 17, 1954. This 
by itself was clear evidence it 
understood the magnitude of the 
problem and the need for care 
in solving it. 


THE 
COURT COULD have 
laid down the rules on how and 
when segregation had to end 
w hen it said in May public school 
segregation is unlawful. But it 
wanted the benefit of the views 
of those most closely connected 
with the issue. 


It asked the states involved 
and attorneys 
for 
the 
Negro 
groups fighting segregation to ex­ 
plain, in briefs filed with the 
court this fall, what they thought 
should be done. The briefs were 
filed. 


The states proposed the take- 
it-easy course and the Negroes 
wanted 
desegregation 
accom­ 
plished by the fall of 1956. The 
last brief, from Brownell’s Jus­ 
tice Department, was given the 
court last Wednesday. 


That was one day after Eisen­ 
hower had talked to a news con­ 
ference of the need for a solu­ 
tion carefully 
arrived 
at. 
No 
doubt he knewr what Brownell 
was going to tell the court the 
following day. 


THE COURT HAD intended, 
after getting the written briefs, 
to let the 
attorneys 
on 
both 
sides argue before the court in 
December. 


Nowf the court has postponed 
those argum ents until sometime, 
date still unset, when it has a 
full bench to hear them. The 
nine-m an court now has one va­ 
cancy and Eisenhower’s appoin­ 
tee for the job, John Marshall 
Harlan, is not slated for a Sen­ 
ate vote on his confirmation until 
next year. 


After hearing the arguments 
the court 
will 
consider 
them, 
perhaps for months, before fi­ 
nally giving a decision an how 
and when segregation must end, 
a decision which may not come 
before next June.

“Parens have responsibilities in 
raising children. The first is true,

mean ‘smother love’ where the 
parent gives in to every whim of 
the child. 
Your child must learn 
that he is going to carry many 
crosses 
in 
life 
and 
sacrificing 
things is one of them. 


“Maintenance is another main 
responsbility of parents. 
This in­ 
cludes the physical, mental and 
spiritual care of the child. 


Father Cummins then went on 
to say that parents should teach 
their children: to respect author­ 
ity. to pray, and to keep good 
companions. 


Parents should give their chil­ 
dren necessary facts preparatory 
to getting married and adequate 
sex instruction. 
C IT E S D AN G ERS 
Father Cummins commented on 
the dangers of “ going steady.” Ac­ 
cording to the priest, the only 
time a boy and girl have a right 
to keep steady company is when 
they are definitely planning to be 
married soon. 


“Drink is a grave problem now­ 
adays,” Father Cummins contin­ 
ued. “A person who can take a 
drink is looked up to . 
The one 
who abstains or drinks very little 
is looked down upon. Teen-agers 
see this in thoir elders and they 
imitate.” 


He also advised parents that 
they should teach their children 
to read proper books and litera­ 
ture, appreciate and search for 
good television programs, attend 
only motion pictures that are not 
morally degrading, appreciate and 
enjoy fine music, m aintain proper 
respect for the sacrament of m ar­ 
riage and return from dates at a 
set and reasonable hour. 


Father Cummins also had a few 
words of advice on how parents 
should rule their children. 
“Merely to rule a child is not 
enough,” he said. 
“The parent 
must keep in mind that in ruling 
the child he is playing a great 
role in the development of the 
child’s 
emotional 
maturity. 
A 
highly important part of this de­ 
velopment is the child's introduc­ 
tion to responsibility. Such things 
as regularly assigned tasks about 
the house and continual attention 
to school homework do much to 
prepare the child for greater re­ 
sponsibilities later in life.”

Assemblyman W illiam A. Mun- 
nell (D-Los Angeles), a member 
of several key committees in the 
lower house, said he is “ strongly 
considering” such legislation with 
a view in mind of restricting beer 
and 
wine advertising 
on 
radio 
and TV until after 9 p.m. each 
evening. 


M unnell’s proposal was one of 
more than 100 which legislators 
told the United Press they are 
preparing to introduce when the 
five-month session of the Legisla­ 
ture starts Jan . 3. 


M A N Y B IL L S PLA N N ED 
W hile 
most legislators agreed j 
that taxes, the budget and water * 
problems will be the most import- j 
ant issues next year, they are con- j 
cerned with hundreds of other is­ 
sues, too. Best guess is that before ' 
the bill introduction part of the 
session ends next January nearly j 
6,000 different measures will have 
been submitted. 


One assemblyman told the U P 
he plans to introduce a bill to set 
up a system of super-speed, no­ 
truck toll roads in California. An­ 
other lower house member said he 
will try to extend unemployment 
insurance to domestic and agri­ 
cultural workers. 
A Fair Employment Practices 
Commission, knocked down every 
time in the past several sessions, 
will be revived again. So will a 
bill to lim it the number of on- 
sale and off-sale liquor licenses. 


P U B L IC REC O RD S 
At least three diferent legisla­ 
tors said they are planning to in ­ 
troduce bills to compel ail state 
agencies to hold open public meet­ 
ings and to open up records for 
public inspection. 
One lower house member said 
he'll sponsor a bill to stop the 
practice of throwing beer can? 
and other debris on the high­ 
ways. Another assemblyman said 
he will push for passage of a 
bill to close ail off-sale liquor 
stores on Sunday. 


Assemblyman Harold K . Lever­ 


ing 
(R-Los 
Angeles), 
m ajority 
leader in the lower house, prom­ 
ised he would lead a drive to 
tighten up on jobless pay frauds 
while others indicated they will 
seek to increase unemployment in­ 
surance from the present ceiling 
of $30 a week. 


Bills to create two new cabinet- 
rank state agencies are in the off­ 
ing, one to be a Department of 
Revenue and the other a Depart­ 
ment of Water. 


Bills both to raise and to lower 
taxes are pending. A cigarette tax 
measure wrill be introduced. So will 
a bill to take groceries out of the 
sales tax exempt class. On the 
other hand, one member said he 
will seek 
to exempt 
restaurant 
meals from the three per cent tax. 


Two years ago, the lawmakers 
engaged in a hot debate over a 
proposal to have the Bible read in 
class to public school children. 
The issue never was settled and 
will be back with the Legislature 
again.

j enforcem ent activities” by his de- 
| partm ent has caused the need for 
additional help. 
George Brereton, head of the 
Bureau of Crim inal Identification 
and Investigation, added the m an­ 
power situation now is so grave he 
had to ask for volunteers from 
other departm ents last week to 
participate in vice raids in S anta 
C lara County. He said his staff of 
16 agents has not been augm ented 
since 1944.

agents would be assigned to Los 
Angeles, Fresno, Sacram ento and 
San Francisco and would cost the 
state $18,504 a year.
